Tun lack of building stone of any descrip- 
tion in the vicinity of this town, except 
what exists in the bed of the river, has not 
beon felt as a serious inconvenience or draw- 
back vet. That it will—or rather would—be 
some day when a large city has to be built 
here to do the trade of the richest and moat 
fertile region of Canada, if the lack were not 
supplied, is undoubted. Fortunately there 
is no lack of the finest building stone within 
easy reach of town. A. F. Degagne recently 
brought down specimens taken from several 
ledges which exist about 40 miles up the 
river. Three ledges of three varieties of 
building stone each about six feet in thick- 
ness and extending for miles are noticeable 
in a high cut bank of the river. The bank is 
about 150 feet in height, and the upper 
seam ovcurs about halt way up. The lower 
seam is abouts high water mark. All three 
samples can he split, —— and dressed 
with the greatest ease. Ono variety is ofa 
fine grain and has a dark grey color. It is 
very heavy und on the outside is tinged with 
rust like iron ore. Another variety le of a 
slightly coarser grain and lighter wray color. 
and is not quite so heavy. The third variety 
is of a coarse loose grain and still lighter 
color, Thia latter is found lowest down.

CHILI. 

There was considerable excitement last 
spring in various parts of the Northwest, 
especially amongst old C.P.R.men from con- 
tractors to laborers regarding prospective 
railway works in Chili, South America, and 
very good reporte were circulated as to 
splendid ae and high wages. Many 
made up their minds tc go, but of these only 
a small number went. Among those who 
went was Dan Macdonald who had spent 
several years at Edmonton. A private letter 
from him, dated Constituticn, Chili, May 
12th, 1889, contains the following: 

Lam here and I wish I was out of it now. 
I got here safe and sound but it was most 
terrible hot. We lost one man with the 
heat. It was pretty tough on some of them. 
We were 45 days on the Pacific ocean. I 
advise anyone who is making a dollar in 
Edmonton to stay there. This is not the 
country it is said to be, and the money here 
is worth enly one half as much as our money 
fs. That is what leads so many people 
astray, hearing of big wages. I am getting 
$1 a day. I do not consider it any better 
than $2 in Edmonton and everything is dear 
accordingly. So I advise all of the boys to 
stay at home. California is about as bad. 
The fare from Frisco to Valparaiso is $295. 
When I reached Valparaise I took the train to 
Santiago, the capital of Chili, and then the 
stage tua place called Pearls. From there 
I took a launch to the mouth of the Mould 
river where Constitution is situated. It hae 
about 600 or 700 inhabitants. They are all 
Spanish and cannot speak any English. I 
have to learn to speak Spenish and am doing 
very wellatit. 1 have charge of 70 ne. 
They are half Indian and half devil. have 
to go through them always with my revolver 
in my pocket. They are very treacherous. 
Two were killed last week. The countr 
here is mountainous. They are sowing fail 
wheat now and winter is beginning. They 
never have any frost or snow, but it rains 
about three days in the week. It is a very 
good country for fruit. 1 was picking 
eranges, lemons and grapes from the trees 
and vines the day before yesterday. That 
itself is something new to me, This is a gold 
bearing country and a very good one. I 
will strike it if I can. Give my respecte to 
all the boys aud tell them to stay where 
they are.” 

— — — 

Tun Calgary Herald mentions the return 
of Mr. Elmes of the farmer's excursion to 
that place from Edmonton. In response to 
the interviewer of the Herald: lie says of 
the soil in Edmonton district, that it is very 
rich, excellent for pasture and probably can- 
not be surpassed for grain Growing in the 
whole west. Enormous yields of grain being 
reported last season. A strong evidence of 
the truth of these reports is that there are 
thouxands ef bushels of grain still remaining, 
which to his mind fully substantiate the 
ttatements of the farmers about the extent 
of the crops. The growing crops are strong 
and of a healthy color, but at present rain is 
much needed to keep up the growth. He 
says the Edmonton district should please any 
Ontario farmer, so far as the soil and the 
country is concerned. Timber plentiful 
enough, but not enough of it to encumber 
the land, there beine plenty of prairie for 
cultivation and pasture. He found plenty 
of xood pure, cool water, while he people 
are full of energy, push aud hope. But 
notwithstanding all the natural good quali- 
ties of the country, s long as they have no 
railway facilities, the country cannot make 
the advancement it should do. In fact 
while there are 200 miles between Kdmonton 
an? aralivay, it must suffer materially in 
iteudvancement. As soon as a railway is 
built toEdmonton, he thinks the country 
will fl up very rapidly and Edmonton 
would soon become a large town, and in all | 
brobability an important eity.” i

Fletcher, land inspector for the C. P. R. in 
the vicinity of Battleford, is to inspect a 
block of several million acres of land in the 
Battle river district, which will be taken as 
the grant for the construction of the Souris 
branch. 

There is trouble between Britain and 
Portugal in South Africa.

The company 
cails on Britain to back it and compel the 
Portugese to carry out their agreement. 


The Free Prees of July let mentions the 
return to Winnipeg of A. F. Martin from 
Battleford where he had been with W. Me- 
Naught of the N. P. & M. They had driven 
over the whole route of the G. N. W. C. 
from Birtle to Battleford and examined the 
land in every township. The greater part 
of the land is Al for farming purposes and 
some of it is wholly worthless. On the 
whole he considers the northern part of the 
country much superior tothe southern por- 
tion through which the C. P. R. nye, r. 
Martin has to report to the N. P. & M. on July 
6th and on his report regarding the land 
will toa great extent depend the action of 
the N. P. & M. towards acquiring the G. N. 
W. C. charter. 

A Dakota paper of a late issue says: ‘The 
annual dry weather scare in Dakota brings 
to mind the necessity of a more extensive 
system of artesian wells. The broad prairies 
of this territory having but few trees and 
comparatively few lakes and rivers, the 
atmosphere is not charged with sufficient 
moisture to cause a precipitation of rain from 
local causes. The whole amount cf rain and 
snow precipitated must be blown in from the 
Mississippi valley or come from the moun- 
tain rezion on the west. If every townshi 
throuchovt Central Dakota would sink an 
artesian well and permit it to flow freely 
from jts inexhaustible source of supply, the 
atmosphere would at Hall times be charved 
with moisture sufficient to ensure a bountiful 
supply of rain.” Contrast this condition 
with that of the Saskatchewan country, 
particularly Northern Alberta. Here the 
abundance of crowing timber and numerous 
lakes and rivers charge the atmosphere with 
sufficient moisture to cause a precipitation 
of rain from local causes, or to supply a very 
heavy dew, and keep the air comparatively 
moist at all times so that there is always 
sufficient for vegetable growth even in dry 
seasons like the present, in which there was 
neither rain or snow fall of any account 
from the middle of August last until the 1st 
week of the present July. For this reason 
there is no annual dry weather scare in this 
part of Canada, and by so much this country 
is superior for farming purposes to Dakota,
